Pageant  to  Honor  Former  Ohio  President 


Nearer  and  nearer  draws  Commencement 
time — and  as  the  intervening  period  grows 
shorter  the  belief  in  the  Alumni  Office  is 
strengthened  that  the  1928  commencement 
program  will  be  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  successful  ones  in  many  years. 

The  program  will  be  opened  on  Saturday-, 
June  9,  with  the  presentation,  in  the  Athens 
high  school  auditorium,  of  a 
McGuffey  Pageant  by  the  lo- 
cal branch  of  the  American 
Association  of  University 
Women.  Although  the  page- 
ant is  to  be  a  community  af- 
fair it  will  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  commencement 
program  and  given  in  honor 
of  William  H.  McGuffey, 
Ohio  University's  fourth 
president. 

The  first  episode  of  the 
pageant  will  be  an  old-fash- 
ioned log-rolling  with  danc- 
ing and  singing.  Another  in- 
teresting scene  will  illustrate 
early  teaching  methods  em- 
ployed by  the  author  of  the 
famous  "Readers"  when  he 
had  the  children  sit  on  four 
logs,  one  for  the  speller- 
primer,  one  for  arithmetic, 
another  for  grammar,  and  a 
fourth  for  reading.  A  group  of  long-time  cit- 
izens of  Athens  will  depict  scenes  in  and  about 
the  "little  red  schoolhouses"  of  their  day.  A 
series  of  tableaux  will  also  be  a  part  of  the 
pageant. 

Conforming  to  an  increasingly  prevalent  cus- 
tom in  universities  and  colleges  the  baccalau- 
reate address,  on  Sunday,  June  10,  will  be  giv- 
en this  year  by  the  president  of  the  university, 
Dr.  Elmer  Burritt  Bryan.

D.,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  and  the  presentation  of  diplo- 
mas and  the  awarding  of  degrees  on  Tuesday 
moraing  at  nine  o'clock.  Great  interest  is 
being  evinced  in  the  coming  of  the  gifted 
southern  speaker  to  the  Ohio  campus.  He  is 
the  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Richmond  News 
and  president  of  the  American  Newspaper 
Publishers  Association.

AMMUNITION  FOR  Earlier  in  the  year  and  under  a  similar  heading,  we  attempted  to  an- 
THE  FIRING  LINE  swer  the  first  part  of  the  question  proposed  by  an  Ohio  University 
graduate,  "What  are  a  few  of  the  arguments,  to  be  placed  before  high 
school  students,  in  favor  of  higher  education  and  what  are  some  of  the  specific  arguments  in 
favor  of  Ohio  Univeristy  as  a  future  school  home  for  them?"  The  promise  was  made  of  an 
answer  to  the  latter  half  of  the  question  at  a  later  date. 

There  are  many  things  concerning,  and  in  connection  with,  Ohio  University  that  might 
cause  serious  consideration  upon  the  part  of  any  high  school  graduate  faced  with  the  necessity 
of  choosing  a  school  in  which  to  matriculate.  The  historical  background  and  traditions  of  Ohio 
University,  its  location  in  a  picturesque  section  of  the  country,  the  name  and  fame  of  its  dis- 
tinguished graduates,  or  the  recognition  accorded  some  of  its  past  presidents  and  instructors, 
are  institutional  assets  which  are  invaluable.  It  would  be  well  to  bring  all  of  these  things  to 
the  attention  of  prep  school  seniors  but  there  should  be  no  failure  to  point  out  that  the 
strength  of  Ohio  University  lies  in  its  preparation  to  meet  its  respsonsibilities  to  the  state  by 
providing  for  its  young  men  and  young  women  a  widely  varied  but  satisfying  list  of  offerings, 
or  courses,  at  the  hands  of  an  adequate  number  of  highly  skilled  and  well-qualified  instructors. 

A  broad  educational  foundation  through  cultural  studies  may  be  acquired  in  the  College 
of  Liberal  Arts  and  the  School  of  Music  while  scientific  and  specialized  training  is  to  be  had  in 
the  College  of  Education,  the  School  of  Commerce,  the  School  of  Physical  Education,  in  the  well 
organized  departments  of  Civil,  Electrical,  and  Chemical  Engineering,  and  in  the  pre-Medic, 
pre-Law,  or  pre-Dental  courses. 

On  the  Ohio  University  campus  students  come  into  tlirect  personal  contact  with  the  heads 
of  departments,  men  of  maturity,  experience,  and  professional  standing.  Opportunities  are 
here,  likewise,  for  intimate  acquaintanceship  among  members  of  the  student  body.  Opportuni- 
ties for  developing  the  qualities  of  leadership  also  abound.  There  is  at  Ohio  University  almost 
every  type  of  society,  movement,  or  extra-curricular  activity  to  be  found  in  even  the  largest 
universities,  yet  with  this  diff'erence  that,  the  number  of  leaders  required  being  approximately 
equal  in  both  the  large  and  the  small  schools,  there  is  a  much  greater  chance  of  coming  into  a 
position  of  leadership  at  the  smaller  institution.  The  comprehensive  intercollegiate  and  intra- 
mural athletic  program  that  is  being  developed  on  the  local  campus  is  still  another  of  the  at- 
tractive phases  of  university  activity. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  reasons  for  coming  to  Ohio  University  that  can  be  sincerely 
and  conscientiously  advanced.  There  are  many  more.  We  hope  that  Miss  W will  be  suc- 
cessful in  inducing  at  least  one  outstanding  student  to  come  to  the  Green  and  White  school  next 
year.  Ohio  University  wants  every  one  of  its  graduates  to  exert  his  influence  toward  securing 
students  for  his  Alma  Mater — not  that  numbers  are  good  in  themselves — but  so  that,  by  a  care- 
ful selection  of  the  best,  the  university  may  grow  stronger  and  more  adequately  serve  those  who 
study  within  its  walls.

Dedication  Music  to  Excell 

The  Ohio  University  chorus,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Prof.  C.  C.  Robinson,  has  started  prep- 
aration of  Mendelssohn's  "Hymn  of  Praise," 
which  will  be  presented  as  a  part  of  the  dedi- 
cation program  of  the  Alumni  Memorial  Audi- 
torium next  October. 
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This  oratorio  is  of  considerable  magnitudo 
and  eminent  soloists  will  be  engaged  to  assist 
in  its  presentation.  The  University  Chorus, 
which  numbers  110,  will  be  supplemented  by 
groups  that  are  now  rehearsing  in  Nelsonville, 
Wellston,  and  Jackson,  Ohio.  These  groups 
will  bring  the  number  in  the  chorus  to  ap- 
proximately 300.

Case  and  Reinald  Werrenrath  are  being  con- 
sidered for  the  roles  of  guest  soloists. 


The  Festival  of  Lanterns 

The  Ohio  University  campus  was  trans- 
formed into  a  bit  of  fairyland  on  the  night  of 
of  May  16  when  more 
than  four  hundred  uni- 
versity women  united 
in  presenting  the  Fes- 
tival of  Lanterns,  an 
event  established  last 
year  for  the  closing  of 
Senior  Day.  The  festi- 
val is  given  by  the 
girls  of  the  lower  class- 
es in  honor  of  their 
Senior  sisters. 

Interprative  dancing 
under  the  light  of  doz- 
ens of  Japanese  lanterns  and  a  huge  spotlight 
preceded  the  march  of  the  major  portion  of  the 
girls  from  Ewing  Hall,  each  one  bearing  a 
lighted  Japanese  lantern. 

The  parade  was  headed  by  the  presidents  of 
the  Women's  League  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  fol- 
lowed by  the  senior  women  in  academic  cos- 
tume, who  were  followed,  in  turn,  by  the  un- 
derclass group.  The  lines  wove  back  and  forth 
in  serpentine  fashion  on  the  west  lawn,  then 
crossed  over  and  formed  two  large  circles  in 
front  of  East  Wing.  The  Seniors,  forming  the 
inner  circle,  were  surrounded  by  their  juniors 
who  faced  inward  thus  forming  a  double  row 
of  lanterns.  In  this  position  a  number  of  songs 
were  sung  by  the  girls,  concluding  with  Alma 
Mater,  Ohio.  As  the  last  note  of  the  music 
died  away  "taps"  was  sounded  by  a  bugler 
posted  in  the  tower  of  Cutler  Hall. 


Ohio  University  will  again  confer  the  M.  A. 
degree  for  work  "in  course,"  one  person  al- 
ready having  qualifiel  for  the  degree.  Although 
some  graduate  work  has  been  conducted  on 
the  local  campus  for  the  past  several  years, 
it  has  been  in  cooperation  with  Ohio  State 
University,  the  degrees  being  granted  by  that 
institution. 

In  connection  with  the  return  to  the  con- 
ferring of  the  advanced  degree  the  establish- 
ment of  teaching  fellowships  has  been  an- 
nounced. Holders  of  the  fellowships  will  re- 
ceive $900  for  teaching  half  time  in  the  Athens 
city  schools,  which  are  a  part  of  the  teacher- 
training  system  of  the  University.  Under  this 
arrangement  the  hold- 
ers of  fellowships  will 
be  able  to  complete 
their  work  for  a  Mas- 
ter's degree  in  two 
years.

Master's  Degrees  and  Fellowships 

The  granting  of  Master's  degrees  at  Ohio 
University  will  be  resumed  in  June  after  a 
lapse  of  many  years.  By  the  terms  of  an 
agreement,  effective  until  recently,  and  enter- 
ed into  by  Miami,  Ohio,  and  Ohio  State  univer- 
sities, all  of  the  post-graduate  work  done  in 
state  schools  was  to  be  carried  on  at  the  latter 
institution    or    under    its    direct    supervision. 


Thomas,  Cleveland  architects,  and  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  university  board  of 
trustees  and  the  state  architect,  Mr.  Briggs. 

The  estimate  is  apportioned  for  expendi- 
ture of  $50,000  appropriated  for  equipment  by 
the  last  general  assembly.  The  allotments  are 
as  follows:  Upholstered  opera  seats,  $22,170; 
motion  picture  projection  equipment,  $3,000; 
stage  rigging,  $4,000;  vacuum  cleaning  ma- 
chine, $1,000;  stage  scenery  and  equipment, 
$3,750;  asbestos  curtain,  $1850;  borders,  cyclo- 
rama,  and  motion  picture  screen,  $2,600;  light- 
ing fixtures,  $6,000;  Steinway  concert  grand 
piano,  $2,600;  fees  for  architects,  $3,000;  and 
advertising  for  bids,  $30.00.

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Dean   Plans   Extensive 
European  Trip 

Ohio  Gills  To  Make  Up  Party 


Dean  Irma  E.  Voigt 


Ohio  University's  Dean  of  Women,  Miss 
Irma  E.  Voigt,  has  announced  plans  for  a  nine 
weeks'  tour  of  Europe,  two  years  hence,  1930, 
at  the  head  of  a  party  of  twenty-five  women 
graduates  of  the  university. 

Although  the  time  set  for  the  visit  to  Euro- 
pean shores  is  yet  a  long  way  off  the  dean 
reports  that  there  are     already     more     than 

enough  applicants 
to  fill  her  party 
and  that  she  may 
be  under  the  neces- 
sity of  expanding 
her  plans  to  in- 
clude others  who 
are  still  consider- 
ing the  ti'ip. 

While  the  pur- 
pose of  the  tour  is 
chiefly  sight-see- 
ing it  is  intended 
to  make  it  as  high- 
ly educational  and 
cultural  as  possi- 
ble. To  this  end 
Dean  Voigt  is  pre- 
paring a  bibliography  from  which  books  are 
to  be  chosen  and  read  by  the  prospective  tour- 
ists so  that  their  knowledge  and  background 
may  be  broader  and  their  powers  of  apprecia- 
tion strengthened  when  the  trip  is  actually 
made.  Conversation  hours  on  the  boat  going 
over  will  serve  the  same  purpose.  The  biblio- 
graphies will  be  distributed  next  September. 

Dean  Voigt  reports  that  the  itinerary  has 
not  yet  been  definitely  worked  out  but  that 
without  doubt  it  will  include  England,  France, 
Switzerland,  Germany,  and  northern  Italy. 
The  Passion  Play  at  Oberammergau  is  the 
feature  of  the  trip  that  determined  the  date, 
1930.  Other  unusual  and  extremely  interest- 
ing events  which  will  be  included  are  the 
Wagnerian  Festival  at  Munich  and  the  Will- 
iam Tell  Play  by  the  Villagers  of  Altorf.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  tour  will  la.st  about  nine 
weeks  and  cost  approximately  $1,000  per  per- 
son.

In  a  triangular  meet  with  Miami  and  Cin- 
cinnati, Coach  Bill  Herbert's  men  finished  with 
a  total  of  31  1-2  points,  as  aaginst  43  for 
Cincy  and  88  1-2  for  Miami.  Most  of  Ohio's 
points  were  garnered  in  the  field  events. 

In  spite  of  the  generally  good  showing  made 
by  the  entire  squad  and  the  taking  of  five  first 
places  in  the  dual  meet  with  Otterbein  College, 
May  4,  the  Bobcats 
again  fail  e d  to 
"make  the  grade," 
losing  to  the  Wes- 
terville  boys,  77  1-2 
to  55  1-2.  Terven, 
Pyle,  Tilton,  Patter- 
son, and  Freshwater 
scored  wins  in  the 
440,  mile,  two-mile, 
shot,  and  pole  vault, 
respectively. 

Consistency  is  un- 
deniably one  of  the 
virtues  of  the  Herb- 
ert squad  this  year, 
maintained  by  an- 
other last  place  po- 
sition in  the  quad- 
rangular event  held.  May  18,  at  Granville, 
Ohio.  Ohio  Wesleyan  tracksters  ran  rough- 
shod over  their  opponents,  Denison,  Musking- 
um and  Ohio,  who  placed  in  the  order  named. 
The  scores,  respectively,  were  107,  45  1-2. 
40  1-2,  and  26. 

The  Ohions  will  next  journey  to  Oxford, 
where  they  will  participate  in  the  annual  Buck- 
eye meet.  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  Miami  are  con- 
ceded, on  past  records,  first  and  second  places 
while  it  is  hoped  that  the  competition  below 
that  level  will  result  in  a  good  showing  for  the 
Bobcats.  The  season  will  close  with  the  Ohio 
Conference  meet  at  Wooster. 

Ohio  University  authorities  and  coaches  real- 
ize that  their  athletic  proteges  will  never  have 
a  i-eal  opportunity  to  compete  with  even  odds 
in  the  track  sport  until  adequate  facilities  can 
be  provided  for  their  training  at  Ohio  Field. 
Eff'orts  are  now  being  made  to  reconstruct  the 
track  at  the  athletic  field  but  when  it  is  done 
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it  will  likely  be  time  for  the  discouraging  and 
devastating  work  of  another  spring  flood. 

Ohio  University  is  determined  not  to  be  de- 
nied championship  recognition  in  some  sport 
involved  in  Buckeye  Association  competition. 
Last  year  it  was  in  wrestling  that  the  Bobcat 
athletes  were  supreme.  This  year  it  seems  as 
though  the  Green  and  White  tennis  team  will 
come  through  the  season  to  an  undisputed 
championship. 

The  nearest  approach  to  defeat  that  has  be- 
fallen Coach  Bird's  racqueteers  thus  far  has 
been  the  even  split  with  Cincinnati  in  the  ini- 
tial tournament  of  the  year.  Since  that  time 
Lutz,  Walton,  Gross,  and  Henderson  have  suc- 
cessfully met  and  defeated  Ohio  Wesleyan, 
twice,  (4-2,  each  time);  Denison,  6-0;  and  Ma- 
rietta, 6-0.  Four  "singles"  matches  and  two 
"doubles"  matches  comprise  a  tournament. 

Walton  and  Lutz,  the  two  veterans  of  the 
team,  have  not  been  defeated  this  year,  while 
Gross  and  Henderson,  sophomores,  have  played 
exceptional  tennis  considering  their  limited  ex- 
perience. 

Court  meetings  remaining  on  the  schedule 
are  with  Denison,  Marietta,  and  Washington 
and  Jefferson.

Meet  Doctor  Lehman 


While  Dr.  Harvey  C.  Lehman  has  been  on 
the  Ohio  University  campus  for  almost  a  year 
now,  this  is  the  first  opportunity  that  the  Ohio 
Alumnus  has  had  to  present  him  to  its  readers. 
With  the  passage  of  every  month,  however, 
the  university's  satisfaction  with  the  work  of 
its  new  associate  professor  of  Psychology  has 
steadily  increased. 

Doctor  Lehman  is  a  native  of  the  "Sunflow- 
er" state  of  Kansas.  He  attended  the  Univer- 
sity of  Kansas,  receiving  therefrom  the  de- 
grees of  A.  B.,  B.  S.,  and  M.  A.,  in  1912  and 
1913.  Immediately  following  the  receipt  of 
the  Master's  degree  he  entered  the  field  of 
secondary  education  as  principal  of  the  Hia- 
watha, Kans.,  high  school.  The  following  two 
years  were  spent  as  an  instructor  in  the  State 
Noi-mal  School  at  Mayville,  N.  D.  For  seven 
years,  1916-1923,  he  was  a  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  Hibbing,  Minn.,  Junior  College. 
From  1913  to  1927,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
teaching  stafi"  of  his  Alma  Mater,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Kansas,  time  being  taken  meanwhile  to 
complete  the  work  on  his  doctorate,  Ph.  D., 
which  was  conferred  by  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago in  1925. 

Doctor  Lehman  is  a  prolific  writer  and  a  fre- 
quent contributor  to  leading  scientific  publica- 
tions. He  is  the  author  of  nearly  a  score  of 
articles  that  were  published  in  1926-27,  and  of 
thirty-four  articles  (some  in  collaboration  with 
other  writers)  published  in  the  following  year 
by  such  magazines  as  the  Journal  of  Applied 
Psychology,  the  Journal  of  Educational  Meth- 
ods, the  International  Journal  of  Ethics,  and 
the  Psychology  Review. 

Despite  a  busy  program  of  teaching,  writing, 
and  research.  Dr.  Lehman  finds  tims  to  be  an 
interesting  and  agreeable  member  of  the  Ohio 
University  faculty  group.  He  was  married  in 
December,  1927.

Below  is  reproduced  a  picture  of  the  "co- 
eds" of  Ohio  University  in  1875.  The  picture 
is  a  gift  to  the  University  from  Mrs.  (John 
M.)  Ella  Boyd  Davis,  '76,  Columbus,  Ohio,  the 
oldest  living  woman  graduate  of  the  school. 

Mrs.  Davis  was  the  second  woman  to  enroll 
as  a  student  in  Ohio  University  and  the  second 


to  graduate,  the  first  being     her     aunt,     Miss 
Margaret  Boyd,  '73. 

Miss  Ella  Boyd  and  Mr.  John  M.  Davis,  '73, 
were  married  in  Athens,  June  22,  1876,  on  the 
day  of  the  former's  graduation.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Davis  were  the  first  "couple"  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity graduates  to  be  married  and  thus  the  mar- 
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riage  was  one  of  "the  first  fruits  of  co-educa- 
tion at  0.  U."  Miss  Boyd  received  her  diploma 
from  the  hand  of  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  then 
Governor  of  Ohio,  who  delivered  the  com- 
mencement address  to  the  class  of  1876.
